Tuesday and Wednesday of this week about one hundred citi­ 
zens of Comanche left their places of business and went out to w*ork 
the Comanche and Rush Creek road, at which time they were met 
by less than half a dozen of the people living on that thorofare, 
one man saying he had forgotten the date, and another saying he 
had no desire to help build roads for the automobiles to run over 
Why will some people be so perverse and obtuse? 
Is it because they really dor t know any better, or is it because 
they are indifferent or contrary? 
Every man in Comanche county who lives in the country ought 
to know, if he doesn’t, that bad roads are a bigger tax on him 
than they are on his neighbor in town, and that the effort to build 
good roads is to aid the man on the farm, and help the country in 
general progress. 
It costs the fanner now 43 cents per ton per mile to trans. 
port his crops to market, while the average in the United States is 
21 cents, and in Europe, 14 cents. 
Every man who has lived adjacent to Good Roads is willing 
to admit their worth. 
Good roads, good schools and good homes are the making of 
any country on earth, and the man who thru ignorance works against 
either of them, is working against his own best interests. 
The roads of Comanche county are among the poorest in the 
state. 
Are we to let them recain so. or are we to forge ahead in a 
progressive way like other sections of the state? 
Are we to continue in the slow, plodding way in the 
old 
ruts, to be pointed out by more progressive communities as beino- 
backard? 
Why can’t we do what other communities are doing? 
Men of Comanche county—wake up! 
You are standing in 
vour own light! 
You are cutting off your nose to spite your face. 
That which helps you helps Comanche, and that which helps Coman 
che helps you. 
Lay aside that measly, contemptible prejudiced spirit, 
and 
let s all work for one common cause—the 
upbuilding 
of 
our 
county.
